The Executive Committee ot the New 


York Free Coinage League bas appointed i 
a committee of five to vis't Washington as 
fioou BB Congress convenes and advocate 
th<» passage of a bill to increase tbe pur- 
chase of Mlver bul ion from 4.500.000 
ounces to 8,000,000 ounces per Q ontb. The 
League deems this necestaty, unless a free 
coinage bill o.in be parsed, to prevent a fall 
in tbe prices of product* nnd to relieve tbe 
people from tbe|9ViU of a o mtraoled cur- 
rency. 


Tbere is now p<>ndiug in lha Sanile a 


bill introduced by Jobo S>herra«n of Ohio 
to repeal the present bullion purchase net,

hia power to get it through the Senate, the 
Government will purchase no silver bullion 
whatever as tbe Aot of 1830 repeal -A the 
standard dollar Aot of 1878.

A .Reverend Aflvocnto of Biinelalii*m. 


LONDON, Nov. 28 —Bimetallism has 


found an advocate in Archbishop Walsh of 
Dcfblin. 
In tbe course of an interview tbe 


Archbishop declared the adoption of bi- 
(uetulliatn to be a matter of imperative ne- 
cessity to save Irish termnis from inevita- 
ble ruiu. 
It was distunrtenii g, tbe Arch- 


bishop added, to find that no interest will 
be taken HI the question by tbo leaders of 
the Irish parliamentary paity. If things 
go on as they are, even excellent land pur- 
chase Bobcmes may become, before many 
year?, a source of widespread disaster to 
tbe purchasers under it. 
According to 


tbe Archbishop's views, foreign competi- 
tion is Dot at all the sole cause of tbe ruin- 
ous fall in tbe prices of agricultnral pro- 
ducts. The main cause, he believes, Is the 
continuous rise in tbe value of gold. What 
a prospect it is, he added, for Irish tenants 
whose rents are fiisd for 1(3 years, or for 
tenants with annual purchase payments 
extending over 49 years, that gold has 
risen 35 per cent in value within tbe last 
15 years and must continue to appreciate 
it if the present system is maintained. 
Tbe Archbishop concluded by expressing 
the hope thut ihe conference, at Brussels 
would succeed in solving the monetary 
problem.
